A LABORATORY OF RADIOACTIVITY. 
A special laboratory for teats, research 


, Jana instruction in radioactivity ia thé 


novel, institution established at Giflac 
miles from, Paris, with Jacques Danne as 
director. A main building has testing 
rooms, research department and collec- 
tions; a second building, 700 fect away, 
is isolated for strongly radioactive sub- 
stances; and threo other buildings pro- 
vide workshops, forges, eagincs, dynamos, 
storage batteries, library, offices and 
drafting rooms. The. necurate tests of 
ores, products and apparatus are expect- 
ed to be of great advantage to physicians, 
miners ‘and factories. More than 30 
radioactive elements are now known, but 
only four or five are commercially -im- 
portant; and of more than 150 minerals 
yielding uranium, thorium’ or radium 
only ten are of sufficient abundance and 
richness to be of use. The search for now 
sources of radioactivity is of great con- 
cern. © The chief commercial radioactive 
produets are salts: of .radium and 
mesothorium, and the limited supply is, 
almost. entirely put to medica) uses. 
Many applications—such as that of mea- 
suring atmospheric electricity in special 
instruments—await a greater abundance 
of high grade. 


SUNSHINE FOG, 


Sunshino as a producer of fog has been 
a subjegt of investigation by Dr. John 
Aitken, the Scottish meteorologist. In 
the last four winters, it has becn found 
that when the wind was. light, somewhat 
damp; and came from the direction of 
towns, sunrise pr the appearance of tho 
sun was invariably followed by 
formation of fog;-but that when the wind 
came ‘from a direction having no source 
of pollution, sunshine had no fog-forming 
effect.” _ Laboratory experimonts were 
made’ with the various products of coal 
combustion. . From the results it appears 
‘that, the fogs aro caused by the.action of 
the sun on sulphur compounds from the, 
coal, and also: by the hydrogen peroxide 
formed by the sunshine -in ‘the air. The 
particles thus formed. can condense 


{ vapour in unsaturated air—as can also
